It is clearly the intent of the act to safeguard 
navigation from obstacles constructed in develop- 
ment of water power, and also to improve naviga- 
tion, and all without expense to the government. 
If Ford does this he is doing no more than the law 
contemp es. His theory that by making such an 
expenditure for improvement of navigation he will 
be paying the government sufficient to make up for 
other deficiencies in his offer seems weak, to say 
the least. 

He must do better than that before the govern- 
ment will be justified in accepting his offer. The 
federal faw expressly forbids acceptance of that 
offer as it now stands, even if it were of immediate 
financial advantage to the country. The law limits 
water power leases to fifty years, with provision 
for return to the government at the end of that 
period. Ford asks for a 100 years with privilege of 
renewal. Ignoring the business efror of turning 
over $85,000,000 worth of improvements to him for 


He has improved it, but there is room for much 
ter improvement.

Peeling a Wild Duck. 


‘If you have never tried covering a 
wild duck with paraffin, letting it cool, 
and then peeling off paraffin, feathers, 
down, and the hairs of the duck as you 
would peel a kid glove off your hand, 
you have a gratifying experience be- 
nary work of picking this piece of 
game. 

Two years ago, just after I had been 
through with the trouble of pickin 
a fine mallard, Larry St. John pub- 
lished th®” following directions, . which: 


out: 

“ Melt paraffin in a large pan of some 
kind. When the melted wax begins to 
cool, take the duck by the bill and 
feet, and dip him in it, swabbing him 
around so that the wax will get under 
the feathers. When the wax has hard- 
ened take a knife and make a cut from 
the duck’s neck to the base of the tail; 
cut across the tail, and bend tail back 
until the feathers are loose. Then be- 
gin to peel the waxed feathers from 
the bird as you would peel an orange.” 

This method does, indeed, as prom- 
ised, take off feathers, down, and pin 
feathers, leaving the skin as clean as 
the palmef your hand. 

After peeling the back, turn, and, 
holding the bird in the left hand, you 
can grasp the covering lifted from 
around the tail and with one sweep 
take it off with the right hand.

the productivity of their land when a 
little work and inexpensive material 
used in stopping the gulleys would put 
an end to such processes. Ditches are 
easily stopped when they are small. 
Brush and straw are the two com- 
mon materials good to use in building 
dams across sma)! ditches, and there 
is no better way of getting rid of old 
straw or brush fhat comes from the 
pruning of orchards and the farm 
wood lot. The common practice is to 
throw the brush in loose but it saves 
time and is much more effective 

tie it up in bunches. Pack it tightly in 
the ditch with the heavy end up 
stream, and stake it down. 

Old straw worked into the brush in- 
creases the effectiveness of the dam. 
Rocks may be used to advantage in 
building dams across badly washed 
places. Use the rocks in the big 
ditches and the brush and straw in the 
small ones. The rocks allow the water 
to pass through freely while the sedi- 
ment is deposited above the dam, fill- 
ing the ditch within a short time. Con- 
crete dams are sometimes used but the 
expense prevents their general adop-
